“ health,’ prosperity” and other 
desirable things, which could be got 
if wwe bothered God ‘long and per. 
sistently enough. ‘Now God was 


certainly a" giver, but there were | 


three Kinds',of givers aod it was 
necessary to see God’s nature in 
this matter. There was, among 
human ‘beings, the -person. who 
gave, grudgingly and after much 
Persuading; then thera was the 
man who gives when asked. Lastly 
there were those who gave of their 
own accord, not indiscriminately, 
and to every asker, but according 
to.a well thought. out plan. God 
was essentially ofthe Inst kind: 
Christ certainly taught of a 
Father ready to give. Then why 
pray? ‘(Prayer is, not, in my 
opinion,’ asking God to give us 
things.
